His manner is both dignified and 
affable. 
Folk who have known him inti­ 
mately since his boyhood testify 
that never was there a higher- 
minded. finer felloe. 
Nevertheless, he is a disappoint­ 
ment to an interviewer. 
It was one day last fall that I 
called at his Albany office, seeking 
an interview with him as a presi­ 
dential possibility. On that under­ 
standing he received me readily— 
and not a syllable on any subject 
of national interest could I extract 
front him. One expects a presiden­ 
tial possibility to speak nationally. 
Governor Roosevelt refused on the 
ground that, as governor of New 
York, national issues, were beyond 
his purview.

There also have been 
mutual

that the governor, although he has 
expressed himself with adequate 
wetness to satisfy many wets. doe* 
not appear to have alienated many 
drys thereby.

LILY OF THE NILE

“I have a lily In my garden 
which was given to me ae a Illy 
of the Nile," said my neighbor, 
“ but now I am told that it is really 
an African Ll lyf Can you tell me 
what its true name is?” 
"Your

known a* Agapanthus umle-Hafus. 
and Lily of the Nile la one of Its 
commonest names. It is also railed 
African 
Lily, 
which 
is 
perhaps 
more correct and descriptive, as 
It is a native of the (’ape of Good 
Hope,” I explain*^ 
The Lily of the Nile, or African 
Lily, la a summer flowering hull*. 
but can very easily be forced for 
early spring bloom. It la oftenest 
used as an arrent plant for the 
garden In summer, or set on a 
porch od terrace, always 
ming 
potted. Often It ie planted In tubs 
rather than In pnta, ae the roots 
increase so fast and are so thick 
they may burst pots, The plants 
can be left in the same tub for « 
number of years, lf liquid manure 
la fed to them at blooming time. 
When dormant the Lily of the 
Nile will stand as much at ten de 
grees of froaf It is usually winter 
sd in a cold basement or shed 
with slight protection lf necessary.
